The hard fact is that it can’t ‘:e 
done without involving Europe 
and perhaps much of the rest of 
the world in a é¢rash which 
might destroy civilization as we 
know it. 

“The world has got 
out everything and start over, 
If it tries to go on with family 
feuds and hatreds there is noth- 
ing ahead but more wars. I 
have seen, perhaps, as much 
German frightfulness as any 
man, and no man hates it more. 
But I have seen frightfulness 
breed frightfulness and hatred 
create hatred, and if we can’t 
stop these things I fear to think 
what Hes ahead.”

Mr. Debs apparently 
did not share that opinion. He opposed the 
war and landed in prison. Mr. Wilson won't 
grant him amnesty, because as something of a 
radical himself he feels that Mr. Debs violated 
American: tolerance, which Mr. Wilson consid- 
ers about the greatest of our institutions. We 
think it is, too. Bome day when Mr. Palmer 
is back doing whatever he used to do tn Penn- 
syivania, and Mr. Wilson has cooled off and 
sweetened, we hope to hare it back.
